RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 

In an Office Action dated December 19, 2005, the Examiner required an election 
of species under 35 U.S.C. § 121 between the following asserted species: Species I: 
Figs. 1a-1c; Species II: Fig. 2; Species III: Fig. 3; and Species IV: Figs. 4a-6. 

Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Species IV, Figs, 4a-6. At least claims 
1, 2, 4, 6, 10-14, 21, 24, 26, 28, 36, and 37 appear to be "readable" on the elected 
species. Contrary to the indication in the Office Action, at least claims 1 and 36 appear 
to be generic to at least some embodiments.
